Report after the fight at Kishengunge on the 14th 
Septembor last, I would request the favor of your 
forwarding this letter to the Adjutant General of 
the Army, in order that, if possible, the Mooltanee 
Cavalry mnay appear in the Gazette as engaged. At 
3 a.m. of the 14th September, Brizaiier General 
Nicholson directed me to proceed to Hindoo Rio's 
with 890 Sabres of the Mooltance Uavalry, aud 
to place myself wider Major Reid’s orders, “Maj 
Reid ordered me to 9 to the Zulzee Munde 
await further orders there.

” ON the close of active operations cunnected 
with the Siege of Delhi, I foul ita duty I owe. to

Officers and men belonging to or doing duty with 
the Foot Artillery which I havo Commanded 
since the 26th June, to bring their conduct to the 
notice of Major General A, Wilson, Commandant 
of Artillery and holding the chief Command of 
this victorious Army. 

It would be superfluous in me to attempt any 
detailed Report of the unceasing labors, exposure 
to sun and wet, and dangers from the constant 

ce of anactive and treacherous Enemy, to 
which the Foot Artillery was unavoidably exposed 
during the three months I have had the privilege 
of commanding it, As tho Commanding Officer is 
fully aware of the peculiar circumstances under 
which this branch of the Army, especially, has been 
placed, gathered from va‘ious Stations and sent 
down in small detachments (with little more than 
the clothes on their backs) by Bullock Train, the 
Foot Artillery were called upon by the exigoncies 
of the service to endure hardships beyond others. 
No Soldiers could have gone through the trials and 
dagers their country’s cause imposed upon them 
in a more cheerful spirit, or with braver hearts, than 
did the Bengal Artillery attached to the Army of 
Delhi during this eventful period ; and without dis- 
paragement to the mounted portion of the Regi- 
ment, of whose noble conduct, as passing under my 
observation during eight days and nights of constant 
danger and laborious exertion in No. 1 Breeching 
Battery, it has been my proud honor to report, 1 
consider it an imperative duty to thus publicly ex- 
press my admiration of Ufhcers and men who have 
made my post one of honor and comparative euse. 
1f I have performed my duty to the satisfac- 
tion of Major General Wilson, it is mainly owing 
to the favorable position in which I have been 
laced and the health and strength with which I 
ave been blessed. 


Major Scott and Captain Bourchier’s Batteries, 
though forming a portion of my Command, have 
not come so directly under my observation, owing 
to the detached nature of their duties ; but I have 
much gratification in attesting to the satisfactory 
state of discipline and efficiency of the two Bat- 
teries, which justified me in feeling and placing 
the fullest confidence in these two Officers, and 
merely requesting that they would promptly carry 
out any orders received from the authorities, r6- 
ferring to me only when my support or assistance 
was required, Major Scott and his Command, by 
gallant services in the Field of Battle, had es- 
tablished a reputation previcus to my arrival at 
Delhi, which, though fully appreciating and re- 
joicing in it, is not my provitce to allude to in 
this Report. Since leaviug Delhi with the mnove- 
able colamn, Captain Bovrchier and the Otficers 
aud men connected with him, have had an op- 
portunity of Peeing themselves worthy members 
of the Bengal Artillery. 

PI take this opportunity of remarking that the 
sluggish and generally unsatisfactory way in 
which the Seikh Artillery, belonging more especi- 
ally to the 2nd apd 3rd Companies, perfermed 
their duties previous to the 7th of September, 
has been more than blotted out by the zeal and 
bravery evinced by this branch of our Regiment 
during the Siege. Some, and amongst them are 
Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Officers, 
are, from various defects, unfit for th service, and 
as Sir Sohn Lawrence recommended the step, 1 
would suggest that these men be returned to 
thelr homes via Lahore and the distinguished 








promoted in their stead. This would leave us two 
effective Companies. r 

In expressing the high satisfaction I experi-' 
enced in observing the zealous performance of 
duty on the part of the Foot Artillery with the 
Army of Delhi, I consider it incumbent on me 
to bring to special notice of Major General Wilson 
the Officers and men of H. M.’s 9th Lancers, 
who were employed in the Batteries as Artil- 
lery-men under my command and observation. 
Lieutenants Evans and Blair are deserving of 
honorable mention for the zealous and cheerful 
performance of their duties. The coolness’ and 
bravery of Officers and men in situations of 
extreme danger, whilst engaged in a novel duty, 
called forth the admiration of all who witnessed, 
and especially of those who had the satisfaction 
of sorving with them.

I Have the honor to report for the infor- 
mation of His Excellency the 
Commander-in-Chief, that hav- 
ing received intelligence from 
Mr. Mayne, the Magistrate at 
Kunnooningunge, of a Inrge holy of rebels having 
assembled at Munseata, about 12 miles from this 
on the other side of the Ganges towards Secundra, 
and knowing that the Lioutenant-Governor w'shed 
them to be dispersed, I proceeded from this at 
24 M on the morning of tho 5th January, in 
Command of the Force named in the inargin, 


T arrived at Munscata at day-light, and there 
found the rebels, about 700 strong, in position on a 
hill, with three Guns on the opposite side of a 
ravine. They momediately opened fire without 
effect I ordered a Company of the Rifle Brigade 
under Camman of Captain Lindsay, and two Com 
panies of the 79th Highlandeis under Lieutenant- 
Colonel Taylor, to advance in skitmishing order, 
the former on the Enemy’s left and the latter on 
their right. This was done with precision and great 
quickness, The Guns were ordered in action, but 
in consequence of the slowness of the bullocks and 
the celerity with which the Enemy retreated ay 
soon as the Infantry commenced their firing, 
Colonel Gordon, R. A., was only ablo to fire one 
round. 


The skirmishers advanced in purauit, Lieutenant 
Colonel Douglas following in support with the 
Guns and main body of the 79th. A_ good many 
of the Enemy were shot, and the Force passed 
through Munseata im the above order to Syrepore, 
about three miles, where many had posted them- 
sclves in a strong-built large house and in other 
buildings of the village I regret I failed in 
taking the Enemy's Guns, which must have beer 
hid by them, as no one saw them carried off at 
Syrepore. At Syrepore I ordered the Guns to 
come into action A few rounds drove the rebels 
out of the village, and several of thim were shot 
hy the [ifles and 79th, who I had sent round each 
flank of the town, in order to cut off their retreat 

The village was then searched A Jhissoh 
Thakoor and two Brahmins wero found and 
hanged, one being a pensioned Sepoy of the 71st 
Native Infantry, Many matehlocks ond tulwars 
were found. At the request of Mr Mayne, the 
Magistiate, the village was destroyed. 


Immediately after this, Captain Matheson’s 
Troop of Irregular Caviry joined my force 
at the suggostion of Mr. Mayne, who knows 
the country and showed great zeal and gallantry 
during the wholo of the duy. 1 ordered ths 
Troop to leave Hoonnumangunge, in order to 
endeavour to cut off the retreat of the rebels, 
This was exceedingly well executed The Troop 
attacked the rebels with groat gallautry aud des- 
troyed 40 or 50 of them.

2. On the morning of the 21st November, the 
Force, accompanied by the Field Force Hyderabs 
Contingent, which, as 1 have already reported, is 
co-operating with me under Comrnand of Major 
Orr, arrived within three miles and a half of 
Mundesore about 9 A M.; and as I had no good in- 
formation as to tho roads or the country in the 
immediate vicinity of the Town, neither as to the 
fords of the River Sowna, which it was necessary 
to cross before reaching tha Town, I determined 
upon encamping, until a good reconnoissance lind 
been effected. The Revel Enemy at Mundesore, 
hearing of «ur approach, bad posted Picquets, en- 
tirely covering the country over which we were 
advancing, and observing our Pioquets thrown out, 
they mustered in some force outsicle the walls of 
the Town, and appeared inclined to attack.

a circle, right thrown forward, und moved steadily 
on tho village, which evidently held great ninm!s 
of the Enemy. ‘Their skirmishers disputed our 
vance, but were soon driven back, Having 
within about three hundrel yards of the 
Artillery opened upon it with shot and shell, aftor 
which I directed the Infantry to advance aud carry 
it, The men of the S6th and 25th Regiments dashed 
forward in the most gallant manner, and having 
ventered the village, commenced to drive all before 
them. They soon met, however, with very warm 
opposition, the Enemy having taken jssession in 
reat force of many houses, from which a most 
Farcing fire was kept up on our men. Under 
these circumstances, and as, moreover, 1 could get 
no satisfactory accounts of what was passing in 
my rear, ‘whigh T knew from the firing I heard, as 
also frotn the pressing applications 1 had received 
for reinforcements, had been yvarmly enzuged, 
7 re-called the Infantry and posted strong Picquets 
all round the village, and moyed the remainder of 
the men a short distance off to where the Buggage 
had been passed up from the rear. I then learut 
that, during the afternoon, when we wero hotly 
in the front, astrong bady of tho Buemy

Lientenat Leith, Commanding a Squa- 
dron 14th Light Dragoons, appears to have done 
fool service, as algo Lieutenant Ponwiek, 25th 
Regiment Mative Infantry, in charge of the Bage 
gue ; Gunner Maitkuct, of he Bengal Artillery, 
and Gumer Thomson, of the Bombay Artillery! 
also distinguished themselves by assisting to work 
the heavy Guus most offectively against the 
Enemy. 

5. On the 2th instant, IT arranged with 
Captain Hungerford, Comimandunt of “Attillery, 
that the villase of Goraria, in which tho Rebel 
had taken refuge, shoull be woll shelled, Bae 
again assaulted by the Infantry. Accordingly, T 
moved up to it about noon, aut found that the

eseape, nearly all of whom were Milled: After a 
y live of three hours’ duration,the De'achment 
Her Majesty's 86th Re iment under Command of 
Major Keane, and the 25th Rewginent Native Ine 
fantry nuder Major Robertson, again stormed the 
village antl it, killing feat Afmbers of the 
Enemy ; thoy thenselves also suffering severely. 
At sun-set, T withdrew the Troops, intending to 
move auainst the Fort of Muulesre the next 

Early, however, on the morning of the 25th 
nt, iuteiligence reached ie that the Enemy 
during tho night, completely evacuated 
und were sealtercd in flight throughout 
the country in varions direetions, having lost, it is 
computed, about 1,500 of their number during our

I nave the honor to forward for sub- 
mission to the Brigadier Commanding Malwa 
Vield Force a Report of the part taken by the 
Field Force Hyverabad Contingent under my 
Command during the operations near Mundesore, 
commencing from the 21st instant. 

2. On the forenoon of that date, after making 
rranyements for the safety of my Camp, I direct- 
ada village, on the extreme left, to be occupied 
and lekl by a party of Cavalry and Infantry, 
as its possession appeared of importance, About 
2o'elock Pp. M. it was reported that the village 
was threatened, On reaching the spot, [ found a 
strony body of the Enemy, horse aud footmen, 
moving oul into the open country, aud advancing 
with inuch boldness. I directed reinforcements. 
and Guns to he brought up at onee, but before 
these could arrive, the Enemy had succeeded in 
foreing back the Meqiot anit occupying the village, 
On being joined by the Guns and Infantry, with 
the Istand 4th Regiments of Cavalry Hyderabad 
Contingent, the Artillery, assisted by two Guns of 
the Bombay (Captain” Woolleombe's) Battery, 
under Command of Lientenant Strutt, opened a 
very well directed aud efective fire, which cleared 
the village and “forced back the Insurgents, It 
was again ocenpied by our ‘Troops, the Enemy 
retiring slowly and in considerable force to 
wards Mundesore. My orders being explicit on 
the subject of not forcing a general engagement, I 
contented mysclf with retaining possession of the 
village. 

3. On the morning of the 22nd, the Force, by 
a flank movement, crossed the river and encamped 
on the West side of the Town of Mundesore. Whilst 
making a reconnoiranee with Captain McDonald, 
Deputy Assistant Quarter Master General, two bo- 
dieg of the Enemy were observed’ moving away.

yoitly earvied ont ; the Cavalry was hold ready wher- 
ever it might be necessary to nd to prevent 
any attempt on the left flank, Detachment 
of tvo Companies of the 3rd Infantry Uyde- 
rabad Contingent, under Command of Captain 
Sinclair, with two Guns of the Ist Company Ar- 
tillory, was ordered to reinforce the Rew Guard :

by which Lientenant McDowell of Hodson’s Horse, 
fa most active Officer, was mortally wounded. 


Captain Remmington then led his ‘Troop of 
Horse.

I nave the honor to report, for the infor- 
mation of Brigadier Hope, that when the Artillery 
was ordered to the front on the morning of the 
27th instant, [ proceeded with the Ist Troop Ist 
Brigade Horse Artillery under the guidance of 
Captain Hodson, with the view of taking the 
Enemy’s position in flank. The ground was very 
much broken, and between us and the Enemy was 
a deep ravine, 








Directly we advanced, the Enemy opened on us 
a fire of round shot. Captain Hodson having 
pointed out to me a bridge over the ravine, we 
galloped across, wheeled to the right, and ad- 
vanced till within about six hundred yards of 
the Enety’s position, We opened fire here with 
great effect, our shot and shell evidently tell- 
ing on the mass of men in the Entrenchment, 
besides exploding an Ammunition Tumbril and 
firing the Kuemy's Camp. During these operations, 
Captain Blunt ‘advanced witb his Battery rapidly 
to the frout, aud opened fire across the ravine at 
about the same distance from the Enemy's position 
as the ground we occupied. Captain Blunt's posi- 
tion was most judiciously selected, his fire raking 
the face of the Entrenchuent opposed to us, and 
our fire performing the same good office ‘o- hima, 
The Enemy's fire, considering the sinall nuy 
Guns he shad (four), was for a short time 
and well sustained ; but the eoncentrated fire of 
our teu Gyms was too mueh for him, and in halfau

brink of the cliff on which the Euemy’s position 
was (leaving the Entrenchment to our right) and 
plied the fugitives in the plain below with round 
shot and grape.

‘Tha Baemy’e pasition having been’ decertaiuad, 
Captain Remmington's Troop of Horse Artillery 
was ordered by yon to eross the Bridge over the 
nullah and attack their right flank, Captain 
Hodson’s Regiment was sent in) support ; this 
point, however, was not gained without loss, Liew. 
tenant McDowell, of Hudson's Horse, was struck 
down by around shot aud mortally wounded, aud 
one man and horse of the 9th Lancers killed. 

In Lieutenant MeDowell, the Service has lost a 
gallant and valuable Officer. 
~ On reaching the right flank of the Enemy, their 
Cavalry was observed in considerable foree to 
our front and left, Captain Hodson immediately 
advanced his Regiment, and attacking them with 
his accustomed! gallantry, completely routed them, 
many of their dead being left on the field. 1 
regret to state that both Captain Hodson and 
Lieutenant Gough of his Regiment were wounded. 

The precision of the Artillery fire having parti- 
ally dislodged the Rebels from their entrenched 
position, the 9th Lancers were ordered to advance 
to the support of Hodson’s Horse, who were al- 
ready engaged with parties of their broken 
Infantry, one Squadron being left in reserve, as a 
dotuched portion of the Enemy's Cavalry still 
threatened the Guns. 

‘The attack to the front now became general and 
was ontirely successful, though not unattended with 
Joss, Captain Hodson, who had persevered in spite 
of his wound, was again wounded, and this time 
severely, and compelled to resign his Command to 
Lientenant Wise, who ably led the Regiment for 
the remainder of the day. 

Captain Steele, Commanding the Detachment 
of the 9th Lancers, whilst gallantly charging at 
the head of his men, was severely wounded;

In fact the conduct of the men during the long 
day's work was admirable,
